Rout  ot*  two  nearly  globose  bulbs,  one  of  which  is  a  litlle 
removed  from  the  other  by  its  stalk.  Leaves  lanceolate,  of  a 
deepish,  but  rather  glaucous,  unspotted  green;  paler  and 
shmiiig  iiudenitath.  Spike  rather  loose,  of  from  4  to  6  or 
10  flowers,  whose  predominant  colour  varies  from  a  very  pale 
to  a  rather  deep  reddish  purple*,  but  in  all  the  varieties  the 
green  ribs  of  the  outer  petals,  (or  rather  3-leaved  calyx), 
which  mark  this  species,  are  equally  strong.  These  leaves 
cohere  over  the  9  real  petaU  wiihm.  The  spur  is  curved  up- 
ward, and  obtuse.  Lip  of  S  deflexed  parallel  lubes,  each  of 
which  is  cloven  and  irregularly  crenate,  the  central  ridge  be- 
tween  tlieui  white,  dotted  with  purple.  The  common  stalk, 
braclcas  and  germcns  are  uiore  or  less  tinged  with  the  same 
hue. 

We  are  persuaded  of  the  propriety  of  terming  the  3  outer 
leaves  of  the  flower,  in  the  Orchis  tribe,  a  calyx,  and  the  3 
inner  ones  petals,  see  Introd.  to  Bat.  46),  according  to  which 
principle  our  desciiptioas  may,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  readeri 
be  reformed.

We  have  in  v.  \.  t.  rO,  fiEured  the  Broad-lipped  Militxry 
Orchis,  or  0.  militaris  0,  Ft.  Brit.  923  ;  and  as  ihe  present 
plant,  gathered  near  Uarlfurd  by  Mr.  Peet,  F.L.S.,  is  generally 
esteemed  tk  dititinci  species,  and  is  decided  to  he  an  by  the 
greatest  hotanist  in  this  trihe  Professor  Swariz,  ve  ihinic  it 
essential  la  make  the  English  ttiudent  acquainted  with  it*  espe- 
cially as  its  beauty  and  rarity  render  it  a  general  favourite.  A 
ffcciuent  examination  of  these  charming  plants  in  the  grassy 
walks  about  Knmi:,  see  Tour  onllie  Continent j  ed,  8.  v.  S.  319^ 
determined  mc  to  cotlsider  them  as  varieties ;  but  possiblv  (he 
acuminated  calyx  or  petals,  and  the  more  or  less  linear  iobes  , 
of  ihc  lip,  may  keep  this  distinct  from  t.  16,  which  must  then 
retain  the  name  ot'Jmca,  and  of  this  the  moravica  of  Swanz 
is  not  even  a  variety,  while  his  lepkroiantoi  is  a  very  slight 
one  of  0.  mililarU,    The  bractcas  vary  in  size. 

All  the  varieties  of  these  two  species  smell  like  Woodruff 
while  drying.  They  flower  with  ns  in  M.tv,  and  luve  a  chalky 
soil,  being  chiefly  found  in  Kent  and  Oxiorclshirc.

c  few  of  the  EnglifhOrchifcs  which  can  come  in 
competition  with  the  fpccies  here  reprefentcd,  in  point  of  ele- 
gance. From  a  fancied  fimilitude  in  the  nedtanum  10  the  Ihape 
of  the  human  body,  it  has  obtained  its  popular  title  of  Man- 
Orchis.  In  the  colour  of  its  flowers  it  varies  confiderably:  the 
neflarium  indeed  generally  preferves  an  uniformity  of  colour  in 
mod  individuals  \  but  the  petals  in  fome  are  of  3  much  deeper 
tinge  than  in  others,  being  frequently  of  a  pale  afh  colour  j 
at  other  times  of  a  brownilh  cad,  and  in  fome  individuals 
even  of  a  deep  brownifh  purple,  which  variety  is  ufaalljr 
called  the  blackilh-flowcred  Man-Orchis.  This  fpccles  flowert 
in  the  beginning  of  June,  and  grows  generally  on  dry  and 
chalky  foils,  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  wovds.  It  is  much 
Icfs  common  than  fcveral  others  of  this  genus.  As  there  ts 
another  fpccies  of  Dritifh  Orchis  which  is  generally  knovm 
by  the  title  of  Man-Orchis  (and  which  will  hereafter  be  figured 
in  die  prcfcnt  work),  we  have  thought  it  better  to  apply  the  term 
Military  to  this  fpccies,  taken  from  the  Latin  name,  which  has 
been  given  on  account  of  the  rcfcmblancc  which  the  upper  part 
ef  the  flower  bears  to  a  helmet.

The  roots  are  imperfectly  palmafe,  consisliDg  of  unrqiinl 
awlshapeti  straightish  lobes  or  portions.

X  HIS  Orchis  is  found  In  w«  pafturcs  and  bogs,  in  June 
and  July.  Its  flowcis  arc  highly  fragrant,  approaching  in  fmcU 
to  the  red  clove  pink  ;  tlieir  colour  varies  from  deep  purplilh 
red,  to  flefh  colour,  and  even  white.  Its  leaves  are  long,  and 
narrower  tlian  thofc  of  any  other  Englifli  fpecics. 

The  fpecific  name  Conopfea  alludes  lo  a  fancied  rcfcm- 
blance  of  the  flowers  of  this  plant  to  the  genus  of  infefls  called 
Conops  by  Linnxus.  In  many  other  fpcctcs  of  this  tribe  the 
flowers  much  more  evidently  refemblc  infcfta.

The  colour  of 
the  Up  varying  from  jcUowiQi  green  10  brown,  and  its  middle 
fcgment  varying  likewife  in  Gze,  a  common  accident  in  this  tribe, 
gave  occaSon  10  Mr.  Hudfon  to  defcribe  a  Satyrium  fufcmn, 
Fl.  An.  fd.  I.  but  on  no  fafficient  grounds,  as  the  bnnrn  co- 
lour and  the  e<)uallf  divided  lip  by  no  means  conftanily  ic- 
company  each  other,  wtUKCt  our  figure.

r  HE5H  specimens  of  ibis  rare  plant  were  sent  us  in  June 
last  from  Hafod,  Cardiganshire,  by  Miss  Johnes.  It  grnwf 
copiously  on  the  elevated  txpostd  grassy  hills  whlth  mrround 
that  rumaniic  place,  aswcllaj^insimilarsituatiuns  in  Scotland; 
nor  have  we  ever  observed  il  in  moist  meadows,  as  Hudsim 
■{aficr  Dr.  Richardson  in  Ray's  Synopsis)  mentions.  Hence  I 
have  been  led  to  suspect  the  propriety  of  this  synonym,  and 
whether  the  preceding  Orchis,  n.  S3,  which  remains  unnoticed 
hy  late  authors,  may  not  raihcr  belong  lo  the  plant  bclbre  us. 
It  must  be  confessed,  indeed,  ihai  the  epithci  "oJorala" 
scarcely  agrees  with  Salyrmm  albidamy  but  neither  doet 
"  ihvTso  apecioso."  I  have  had  sonu-  idea  of  ibis  n.  S3,  being 
the  Orchis  mmbucina,  which  the  Rcv.  Mr.  Wuud  of  Leeds 
thinks  he  once  found  near  Snowdun. 

The  root  of  S.  albidum  is  thus  explained  by  Mr.  Sowerby, 
fromthcconsideralioii  of  several  specimens:  nacenlral  fibre| 
t  one  a  tittle  above  it  i  ecu  pair  nf  librrs,  one  on  each  side  % 
dda  psirnf  old  bulbs,  the  nrigin  of  ibe  present  plant ;  eaa 
pair  of  bulbs  for  next  season  ;  J' J  a.  younger  pair.

According  to  the  custom  we  have  hitherto  adopted  of 
beginning  each  volume  with  some  peculiarly  interesting  plant, 
wc  here  exhibit  one  of  the  most  rare  of  ttie  favourite  Orchi* 
tribe,  for  which  we  are  obliged  to  James  Brodie,  Esq.  the 
gentleman  who  discovered  Pyrola  uni/iora  (t.  1 46.)  in  Scotland, 
and  communicated  it  to  Mr.  James  Hoy,  as  Mr.  Hoy  himself 
has  informed  us  since  our  account  of  that  plant  waa  publiehed. 
This  Satyrium  grows  in  Alpine  fir  forests,  not  in  "  pastuits 
and  thickets."  Our  specimens  were  sent  fresh  from  Scotland 
by  the  post,  and  came  in  periecily  good  order,  as  plants  of 
Uiis  tribe  dry  so  very  slowly. 

The  roots  are  perennial,  truly  creeping,  not  bulbous,  very 
■ucculcnl,  downy,  running  among  moss,  and  attaching  them- 
selves to  decayed  fragments  and  leaves  of  fir  in  the  manner  of 
tungi.  Xx'uves  in  tufts  at  the  end  of  each  runner,  on  bruid 
m  ihcathing  footstalks,  ovate,  succulent,  strongly  3-  or  7'ribbedy 
[  tnd  reticulalcd  with  transverse  veins  which  arc  often  bruwTi, 
and  ihc  leaves  are  now  and  then  prettily  chequered  with  thtt 
colour.  Stalks  erect,  6  or  B  inches  high,  round,  downy  up- 
wardu)  cloihed  with  a  l^w  alternate  sheathing  bracteir,  and 
liTiniiialed  with  an  erect  spike  of  numerous  pale  flesh-coloured '

JiLLENIUS,  in  hii  edition  of  Ray's  Synopsis,  inserts  this 
S5  a  naiive  of  Ireland,  on  the  auihoriiy  of  Piukcnet;  Hudson 
Bav*  it  grows  in  the  north  part  of  Yorkshire ;  but  Dr.  Wither- 
ing, who  in  his  third  edition  has  first  rightly  explained  the 
species  of  Serapias,  mentions  the  riil'ia  as  a  very  doubtful  n»- 
tive.  We  are  enabled  to  decide  the  qui:stion  by  means  of  thti 
wild  specimen,  gathen;d  last  June  on  a  sleep  stony  bank, 
•loping  to  the  south,  on  Hampton  Common,  GlouccstenhirC( 
by  Mrs.  Smith  of  Barnham  House  in  that  neighbourhood, 
wno  observed  about  a  dozen  of  the  plants  within  a  small  spare. 
In  (he  following  month  we  received  specimens  gathered  in  aa« 
other  part  of  the  same  county  by  ibe  Rev.  Mr.  Baker. 

lliis  is  unquestionably  a  most  distinct  species,  though  con- 
founded  by  Iliidson  with  qrand\fiora  (see  our  (.  ■il\.)  and  n> 
tifolia ;  nor  were  these  plants  ever  well  understood  by  Linnzus.

Hay  appears  to  have  considered  this  plant  as  too  doubtful  a 
native  to  be  admitted  iiilo  his  Synopsis,  but  he  could  not  be  un- 
inl'ornied  of  its  being  found,  apparenlt)'  in  a  state  of  nature,  ia 
many  parts  of  England,  iliagcuerally  observed  about  theruius 
of  nunneries,  as  at  Godstow  Oxfordshire,  and  Carrow  Abbey 
near  Norwich,  from  which  last  place  our  specimen  was  sent  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Sutton,  The  several  kinds  of  Ariitolochm  were 
formerly  a  principal  remedy  for  some  fonialc  disorders. 

The  root  of  this  species  is  long,  slender,  creeping,  and  peren- 
nial. Stems  many,  nearly  2  feet  high,  erect,  round,  striated, 
smooth,  a  little  zigzag.  Leaves  alternate,  on  footstalks,  without 
slrpulx,  lieart-shape<l,  entire,  smooth,  broad,  with  manv  strong 
veins,  the  lateralnerves branching inapedate  manner.  Slower* 
5or  fj  in  a  cluster  from  the  bosom  of  each  leaf,  on  dhurtish  stalks, 
erect,  pale  yellow,  appearing  from  July  to  September,  of  a  very 
singular  form,  consisting  of  one  petal  globose  ai  the  base  with  tf 
furrows,  then  funnel-shaped  and  terminating  in  a  toiiguc-likc 
figure.

The  late  Mr.  Robert  Teesdale,  F.L.S.,  a  most  acute  ind  in- 
defatigable  British  bolanist,  is  the  odIv  perion,  to  thebesiof 
our  knowledge,  who  ever  gathereil  ints  species  of  Cirei  in 
Briiain.  He  fimnd  it,  flowering  in  June,  in  meadowi  Ktt 
Mersione  Meancy,  Wiltshire,  in  l"99t  and  thu«  iib  uamcil 
restored  to  ihe  list  of  British  plants,  from  which  il  hid  bttn 
erased  since  ihe  learned  Bishop  of  Carlisle  discovered  llB 
C.  tomentosa  of  Lighifooi  and  Hudson  to  be  the  Lionau 
JUiformk.

\VHEN  I  showed  the  lile  Mr.  Hudson  my  original  sped- 
men  of  this  Carex,  gathered  on  ihe  top  of  Ben  Lomoni)  in 
1789i  and  called  saxatilis  by  ihe  Scoltish  botanists,  be  toM 
me  he  had  found  the  same  nn  Snowdoa.  It  ii  tMt  bowser 
his  saxatilif,  which  is  preecox  of  Fl.  Brit.  The  prctcnl 
Bishop  of  Carhsle  first  clearly  distitiguishod  and  oaiDcd  ibe 
plant  before  us.

J.  HE  Scssile-fruiled  Oak,  fortunately  much  I«ss 
than  the  tnie  British  Oak,  (.  1342,  as  its  liiiib<rr  is  far  leu 
titrong  and  durable,  is  however  found  in  most  pans  of  Eng- 
land.  It  is  known  by  its  kavts  being  more  regularly  and  oppo- 
sitely sinualcd,  which  gives  the  treeaneaterand more chcmtit- 
hkc  aspect,  with  generally  longer  footstalks ;  but  especially  by 
the  female  flowers,  and  consequently  the  acorns,  being  UMile. 
It  is  said  to  be  somewhat  later  in  flowering,  and  the  leaves  »re 
commonly  more  permanent.  Sometimes  the)'  arc  dowov 
beneath,  as  in  our  specimens  sent  by  Mr.  W.Borrer  and 
Mr.  Lycll  from  Sussex,  which  variety  is  called  the  Durmast 
Oak,  Thi»  abounds  in  ihc  New  Forest,  and  about  Good* 
wood  near  Cbicliester ;  but  however  desirable  as  a  varidv  ui 
home  plantations,  it  is  to  be  rejected  from  all  planutiotu  fo» 
valuable  purposes,  and  the  tmc  Q.  Robur  should  be  cartfidtjr 
preferred.  Professor  Marlyn,  whose  Hora  liuUica  conUtos  ■ 
full  account  of  these  trees,  has  only  erred  tn  consideiiftg  the 
eommon  smooth-leaved  state  of  y.  senilifioTa  as  belonging  to 
tlie  RohuT,  misled,  as  it  seems,  by  the  occauonal  footstall^t 
of  the  leaves.

J.  HIS  handsome  tree  prefers  a  rich  calcareous  soil,  fbrmiag 
in  manv  parts  of  England  very  fine  luxuriant  woods,  peculiarly 
dry  and  pleasant  to  walk  in,  and  usually  afTording  tlie  botanist 
several  interesting  plants  under  their  shade,  as  the  Afonotrwa, 
Pwro/jp,  and  some  rare  Orchtdae.  Grasses  do  nol  thrive  be- 
neath  this  tree.  The  wood  is  hard,  but  neither  tough,  nor 
lasung  in  the  open  air.  The  Beech  makes  excellent  cut  hcd^ 
tor  shelter,  as  the  old  leaves  remain,  though  faded,  throuzh 
winter.  It  blossoms  in  April  or  May.  The  outs,  called 
B4¥ch  Ma$t,  are  eaten  hy  hogs.
